But if trees havo been neglected 
until they need severe pruning now is tho 
time to attend to it. Nothing can be gainod 
though much will be lost by delay. -And 
young trees which hftvo only been set out X 
year or two should not ho neglected, but 
leaf buds which are not wanted Ui prow into 
branches ahonld be rubbed off and twigs 
which are not needed should at onca be re- 
moved. A little attention at tho 'proper 
time ia worth a great deal in an orchard. It 
will prevent a gt^t d?*! pf mischief and 
give'betlei remits thin =!= p«Mibly be 
obtained in any other way.
